Sardella made it plain that of 
all the places in the world to go to, 
Italy is the one country he wants 
to avoid. _ According to the terms 
of his sentence, he will be placed 
aboard an.-Italian.liner the latter 
part of March and sent Home to 
complete his jail term. 

After he has finished his een 
he will.be, kept under the 
veillance of the Italian police for 
one year, the sentence handed’ 
down against him prescribes, - 

“Vd rather be dead,” he cried in 
both Italian and broken Engilish. 
“Kill me here but don’t send me to 
Italy.” 

When brought back to the Central 
Police Station after the court had 
been adjourned, he was _ stilling 
sobbing and muttering. 

FACES DISGRACE 

Upon questioning by the police, 
he explained that he didn’t want 
to go home in disgrace; that his sea- 
man’s card would probably be 
taken away from him. 

Sardella was arrested by Detec- 
tive Sergeant Hide, of the S. M. P.; 
while the | Italian was walking 
- across the Szechuen Road. Bridge 
on the afternoon of February 7. 

When searched at the Central 
Police Station, 119 silver dollars 
and considerable jewelry : were 
found in his possession, The silver 
and trinkets were stuffed into a.
